Rule 3. No licensee shall employ to assist 
him in his business whatsoever, any person 
whose era ployment the Collector has in his din 
tretion Corbidden , any person suffering from 
an infectious or coutagious disease or any 
person under the age of 20 years. 
Rules governing the grant and renewal of 

licenses . 
Rule 3 ( 1 ). Every license shall be granted 
to a certain licensee in respect of certain pre 
mises . 
( ? ) A licouse may only be granted to :- - 

(A ) au individual. 

(h ) a body incorporated under the 
Indian Companies Act. 

(c ) vociety registered under the Co 
Operative Socicties Act, 

( d ) a partnership or firm . 
tro ) President or the Secretary of a vlub . 

Niin . - -Club means a private society of 
persons associated together for social in 
1ercurge or for any purpose , except acqui 
sition of gain , having with it some eleinent 
bufo permanence and includes clubs l egia 
tered under the Indian Companies Act , 
3913 , Co -oprrative societies , Regimental 
Institutes, clubs and Messes , Railway in 
stitutes and gymkhanas. 
( 3 ) When a license is granted to a company 
or society , it must show the name of an indivi. 
dual as agent Acting on behalf of the licensee 
who is amonable in full to the Criminal Courtg 
in India . Change of such representative will 
not be effected without the previous perinis 
sion of the authority competent to grant the 
license. 

( 4 ) When a license is granted to a partner . 
ship or firn , not incorporated under any Act, 
all the individuals comprising the partnership 
or firm should be specified on the license. 

(5 ) On the application in writing all the 
original partners , a partner may at any time 
be added by the Collector, provided such per 
son is eligible under these rules , in which case 
he shall be responsible for all obligations in 
currod or to be incurred under the license 
quring the period of its currency as it it had 
( riginally been granted or renewed in his 
name, 


(6 ) Up the application in writing of all the 
original partnern , a purtuer may at any time bu 
removed by the Collector. 

( 7 ) A License granted to a partnership of 
him is determinea by the dissolution of the 
partnership or the urm subject to the liability 
Wf the partners jointly or buverally , for any 
TOS caused to Government thereby und for the 
pertormance of all obligativ : to Government 
ncurred by the partnership or the firm . 

( 8 ) No license under thae rules, except a 
liceuse in Form Exc.- 11, Exc.- 18 , Exc - 19 or 
kac.-20 , may be combined with any licouse for 
dealugs with any dangerous drugs as defined 
in Section 2 ( b ) of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 
1930 ( II of 1930 ) without the sanction of the 
Collector . 

( 9 ) No License for the veuil of foreign Jiquor 
may be held by person holding or in any way 
connected in interest with the person holding 
huy license for the vend 01 ( untry spirit , 

( 10 ) A license in Form Exc-9 may bu 
Hunted with tbe perıniesion of the competent 
authority for the sale of foreign Liquor only 
un esther British or Indian Units . 

( 11 ) Licenses Form 10- 1 and Exo -2 may 
bu granted to l espectable persons and shall not 
authorise cousulaption on the premises . A 
license in Form Exc- 2 may be granted to a club 
also . 

( 12 ) A special license in Horm E10 -12 may 
be granted for the retail vend of foreign liquor 
al # bar, when temporary arrangements for the 
sale of foreign liquor are required . 

Note At private or public functions at 
which a paid contractor supplies liquor for 
which he is paid , he musí, take out a license 
in the form Exc- 12 , whether he is paid by 
each consumer or not. At private functions 
at which no paid contractor supplies quor 
ou payunout, uo license is required . Il a 
l ecognized club at such a function supplies 
liquor lv 100 -members on payment by non 
ilembers , it occupies the position of a contrac 
tor and a license must be taken out in Form 
Exc- 12 . 

( 13 ) A license in form Exc - 11 may only be 
granted to a Chemist, Druggist or a General 
Merchunt of guod standing . 

( 14 ) A license in form Exc-8 may only be 
given to u liceunee who is , in possession of a 
license in form Exc- 3 , Exc - 4 , Exc-6 and Exc- 7 ; 
provided there is a local demand for liyuor , 
which cannot otherwise be met. 

( 15 ) All applications for the grant of 
licenses , which require the previous sunction of 
the Excise Cominissioner under these rules , 
should be submitted through the Collector con . 
cerned before the end of October in each year ; 
provided ibat applications for the grant of 
licenses in form Exc - 3 or Exc- 13 may , in urgent 
casey, where they do 110t adversely affect any 
existing license , be submitted at any time in 
the year . 

( 16 ) A license in Exc -20 for the vend of 
rectified spirit for medicinal, inauntrial and 
scientific purposes may be granted to Chemists 
and Druxgists of good standing . 

( 17) A license in form Exc - 18 or Exc - 19 
may not be granted to persons licensed to sell 
liquor for consumption on the premises. 
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( 18 ) No person holding a license for a distil . 
lery or Brewery may hold any license under 
these rules except a license in Form Exc- 1. 

Periods for while licenses may bo granterl . 

Rule 5 ( 1 ). Licenses under these rules may 
only be granted for a period of one year from 
the 1st April to the 31st March ; provided 

(a ) a license may be given from any date 
to the 31st March following , 

(b ) temporary licenses for retail vend 
of foreign liqnor at & bar in a theatre or 
cinema or in any other place of recreation 
may be given for a period not exceeding 15 
daya . 

( 2 ) AU licenses other than temporary licens 
ea , which in all cases , shall expire on 31st 
March each year , unless renewed by the data 
of their expiry , shall cease to remain in force 
from such date notwithstanding that special 
order rocalling thenı has not beon issued by 
the Collector . 
Persons to whom liponses may not be granted . 
· Rule 6 ( 1 ), A license may not be granted 
to 3 

( a ) any person who has finally been con 
victed of any non - bailable offence by a crimi. 
nal court ; 

( b ) any person , whether a former licensce 
or not , who has hipen convicted or reasonably 
Buspected of cominitting or conniving at the 
commission of any offence under the Excise 
Regulation , 1915 ( I of 1915 ) , or opium Act , 
1878 ( I of 1878 ), the Punjab Opium Smok . 
ing Act as applied to British Baluchistan , or 
the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 ( II of 1930 ) ; 

(c ) any person who holds, either directly 
or through an agent an Excise or Opinm 
license in an Indian State ; 

( d ) any person who has held a licenge in 
British Baluchistan for the sale of any ex . 
ciseable article , has had the license cancelled 
for failing to pay his license fee, and has sub 
sequently not paid the arrcare demanderi, un . 
less he has been especially exempted by an 
order of the Excise Commissioner ; 

( 0 ) any person who has held a license in 
British Baluchistan for the sale of exciseable 
article, has had the license cancelled under 
Aection 30 of the Excise Regulation , 1915 ( I 
of 1915 ) , unless he has been especially ex 
empted by an order of the Collector : 

( 1 ) any person whose name is on the list 
of persona debarred from holding a licengo iv 
any province of British India or who is 

insolvent . 
Rules prohibiting the sale to certain persons. 

Rule 7 ( 1 ). A licensee holding a licenso in any 
form Exc- 1 to Exc- 8 Exc- 10 to Exc - 13 or Exc 
15 to Exc - 17 shall not sell liquor : 

(i) to any soldier of the rank of non . 
commissioned officer or under, when in di 
form or , when not in uniform , if the lioongne 
knows, or has reason to believe , that he is a 
soldier of that rank ; 

( ii) to any person whom the licenser knows 
or has reason to believe, to be a member of 
the family of a koldier mentioned in clause 
(i) above 

( iii) to any person whom the Hoel400 
konnws or her toason to balleve, to be a 


follower (the term follower moaning a 
person enrolled but not attested undor the 
Indian Army Act ) ; 
Provided that : 

( a ) in premisos specially approved for 
this purpose by the Collector buch liquor at 
the Collector may approve ( by specification 
in the license of the vendor ) may be sold to 
any such soldier, member of soldier . 
family or follower. In granting approval 
under this proviso , the Collector shall act 
in consultation with the local Military 
Commander : 

( b ) at any railway refreshment tooth or 
dak bungalow or in a railway dining car : -

( v ) to any person in the custody of 
under the escort of the Police ; 

( vi) to any pergon who is in a state of 
intoxication ; 

( vii) to any ingane person ; , 

( vill ) to any person apparently under 
twenty years of age ; and 

( ix ) to European vagrants nnder the 
cscort of the Police. 
( 2 ) A licensee holding license in forma l xc 
23 shall not sell intoxicating drag to any 
Indian if there is reason to believe that he in 
tends to convey the game to Europend or 
American soldier or, non - commissioned oficer , 
nr to their wives or European , American or 
Eurasian cams followers, nor to any of the 
following persons ; 

( 1 ) Indian soldiers . camp - followity 
( whether on or off duty ) , or the wivey of 
Indian soldiers , unless with the permission of 
the General Officer Commanding the Canton 
ment or Camp ; 

( ii) Policemen , Excise Oficers or Ranwny 
servants when on duty : 

(iii ) European vagrants ander the escort 
of the Police ; 

( iv ) Insane persons ; 

( v ) Persons known or belioved to be in 
toxicated ; and 

( vi ) Perrors Apparently below . tho ngn of 
twenty years . 

Provided that in care where the General. 
Oficer Commanding the Cantonment or Campa 
hos granted nermission to sell intoxicating drum 
to Initinn soldiers, camp followers (whething on 
or off duty ) or the wives of Indian soldioru, 
mok permission hall be mucorded an tho Loanne 
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by the Collector, which shall entitle the licensee 
to sell intoxicating drugs to persons mentioned 
in clause ( i) of sub-rule ( 2 ) in accordanog will 
the terms of his license . The permission 90 
granted may be withdrawn at any time on its 
being established to the satisfaction of the Col. 
lector that the licensee bas transgressed the 
conditions of this license or the Excige ruley , 
and the licensee shall in such case , not be eu 
titled to any compensation for such with 
drawal. 

Conditions d caling with licensed premiscs . 

Rule 8 ( 1 ). The licenses shall not curry on 
any business connected with his license or store 
any excicable article to be stored or otherwise 
doalt with under his license, except on the 
prémisor specified in his license, hereinafter 
ex! led the licensed premises ; 

Provided that the Collector may , however. 
frant permission to the licensee to store 8 
quantity of excigable articles which he is licens 
od to sell under his licence at a place other than 
the licensed nremiseа. Such permission , when 
granted , shall be endorsed on the license . 

( 2 ) When a licensee has more than one 
license , sale or other business under each license 
shall be on separate premises and excisable 
articles to be sold on each license shall be stored 
separately and the accounts of each license 
shall be kept distinct . 
Exceptions : 

( Al Sales under a license in form Exc . 6 
and Exc- 8 may be carried on , on the licensed 
premises of a hotel restaurant, railway te . 
freshment room or dining car , as the case may 
be, but the stocks and accounts must be kept 
separata . 

( b ) Male nnder A license in form Esc- 14 
and a license in form Exc -2 may be carried 
on at the same premisos but the stocks and 
accounts must be kept separate . 

( o ) In all other cases sales may be made 
on the same premigog with the special per 
mission of the Collector endorsed on the 
license , but unless the Excise Commissioner 
qanctions otherwise, stocks and accounts muut 
be kept separato. 

( 3 ) Licensed premises shall be the premises 
owned or leased hv the licensee, provided that 
where local conditione render it necessary , 
wites for shops may be leased or hought by 
Government under the special orders of the 
Brike Commissioner in each case. 

(4 ) Where premiae hata been specially 
provided by Government for any ghop , the 
Ticensee shall be bound to carry on his business 
in those premises and to pay to Government, 
in addition to his lirense fea , such rent for 
the premises as may be fixed by the Collector , 

(5 ) The licensee shall keep his licensed pre 
mises thoroughly clean, in sanitary condition 
and shall comply with any ordery issued to 
him by the Collector for the removal of any 
defecta noticed . 

(6 ) The licensee shall maintain , conspicuouk 
ly above outer door of the licensed premises, 
n pign - board ethjhiting in coranjcuous paint 
ed letter both in English and Urdu , his name 
and the clase of license held by him . 

(7 ) A licennoo holding a license in form 
YO- J8 , EX0-17 or Exc-23 shall , in addition to 
the sign -board mentioned in sub -rulo (6 ), 


display conspicuously in front of his shor, a 
sign -board showing in Urdu the retail prices 
oť each kind of spirit or intoxicating drugs , 
as the case may be, to be charged by him as 
set forth in his license. 

( 8 ) Unlous specially authorised by the Col. 
lector in individual cages shop premises as a 
rule should have only a single ontrance onen 
ing into a public road and each shop shoulri lie 
so constructed that the interior may be visi 
ble from its doorway . 

( 9 ) No licensce , other than the holder of 
a license in form Exc - 14 , shall permit any por 
son save his employees or memhers of lit 
family , to fnter or remain on the license :1 
premises , except during the houry fixed for 
sale of articles covered by his license . 

( 10 ) A licensee holding a license for the 
sale of exciseable articles for consumption 
off the premises shall not sell the same for 
consumption on the premises nor shall ho 
permit its consumption on the premises ,

(4 ) The feas for new licenses shall be fixed 
by the Excise Commissioner for which purpose 
the Collector shall forward his proposals for 
assessment. If the license is granted in ros.

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shall be based on previous sales in the manner 
hereinafter provided for the renewal of licen . 
ses. Otherwise , they shall be based on pro 
bable sales . 

(5 ) When any of the above license is renew 
ed , the Collector shall assess the fees on the 
scale laid down in sub -rulo (6 ) . In order to 
estimate the sales on which the fees for the 
ensuing year shall be assessed , the Collector 
shall obtain from the Excise Inspector a certi 
ficate as regards the sales made from the 1st 
January to the 31st December , in which the 
Inspector shall certify that the registers have 
been personally verified by him , and that the 
totals of the sales are correct .

( ii ) The Collector will give timely notice of 
the date and place of the auction , and will 
give as wide a publicity as possible either in 
newspapers or otherwise as he considers 
necessary . The notice will also specify - 

(a ) the conditions to which the auction 
will be subject ; 

( b ) the number and situation of the shops ; 

( c ) the prices fixed for the retail vend ol 
exciseable articles ; and 

( d ) any other information which may be 
of use to the intending bidders. 

(iii ) Before the auction begins , the presid 
ing officer will read out the notire publisheri 
under the preceding subparagraph . 

( iv ) He will then proceed to put up each 
shop to auction after carefully explaining its 
locality . Tho grouping of two or more phong 
for purposes of auction requires the pro 
vious sanction of the Excise Commissioner in 
each case . 

( v ) No person shall be allowed to hid for 
8 country spirit license (forms Exc - 16 and 
Exc - 17 ) if he , or any person closely associated 
with him in interest , holds a license for any 
dealing in foreign liquor or denatured spirit , 
nr rrctifled spirit . 

( vi) No person shall be allowed to bid for 
Another, whether his partner or not. less 
he holds a duly executed power of Attorney 
enabling him in this behalf . 

( vii ) No person shall be allowed to bid , 
whose name is on the list of person debarreu 
from holding licenses in any district. Bid 
dors from places outside British Baluchistan . 
shall be required to produce a certificato 
signed by the Collector, or the Assistant Col 
lector, that they are not on the black list nt 
the district to which they belong. They shall 
also be required to produce solvency certi 
ficate signed by a Revenue Officer not lowor i 
rank than that of a Tehsildar or by a Magist 
rate 1 Clase. 

(viii ) No person shall he allowed to bid un 
less he producer a certificate signed by a 
Magistrate 1 Clasa or the Excise Inspector of 
the place where the auction is held , certifying 
the amount upto which the bidder is capablo 
of running the excise contract . 

( ix ) The presiding officer may exclude from 
the bidding any person on account of his 
notorious bad character or for any other suffi 
cient reasons to be recorded . 

( 1 ) The presiding Officer shall refuse to 
accept any bid by any excluded person or any 
bid which he has reason to believe is made in 
the interest of any excluded person . 

( xi) The presiding officer shall record the 
· name of each person making a bid , and the 
Amount of bid , 

(xii ) Where the bidding exceeds Rs. 100 
and Rs. 1,000 , no bid ghall be accepted unless 
it is a multiple of Rs. 10 and Rs. 100 respec 
tively . 

( xiii) The presiding officer shall not he 
bound to accept the highest or any bid . 
When the highest bid is refused , the presid 
ing ofileer shall record his reasons for accept 
ing another bid . 


( 7 ) If a license , which has not been in force 
Yor twelve months , is to be renewell, thi Col 
lector will make an approximate estimate of 
the sales which would probably have been 
made if the license had been in force for 
twelve months and shall forward the estimate 
for the orders of the Excise Commissioner as 
to the fees to be assessed for the ensuing 
year , 

( A ) Tt the total fee assessed does not ex . 
ceed Rs. 200, the fee will be payable immediata .

(5 ) A license in form Hxc -43 may be granted 
by the Excise Commissioner without limit of 
the puriod for which it may remain in force, but 
may be cancelled for breach of the terms or may 
at any time be dotermined by the Excise Com 
missioner . The license sliall not be granted 
unless the approved manufucturer has furnish 
ed the security fixed under sub - rule ( 3 ) above 
in cash or in Government promisory notes. 

(6 ) Sales under this license shall only be of 
such preparations as have been manufactured 
by the approved manufacturer under his license , 
and sales of medicinal preparations duty free 
shall only be made to such Government and 
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charitable hospitals and dispensarien as have 
been approved by the Excise Commissioner, 

(7 ) If the approved manufacturer goes out 
of bus , ness, he shall dispose of his stocks of 
recited spirit and un -issued preparations in 
such manner as the Excise Commissioner may 
direct . 

(8 ) The approved manufacturer shall not 
transfer or divide his interest in the business 
without the previous permission of the Excise 
Commissioner . 

(9 ) The Chemical Works shall, at all times, 
be open to inspection by an Excise officer not 
below the rank of a Sub -Inspector , who may take 
any necessary samples for analysis . 

( 10 ) The approved manufacturer shall agrec 
to the posting of 4 Government Excise estab 
lishment to his Chemical Works for the purpose 
of ensuring the due observance of these rules 
and for watch and ward . This establishmeut 
may consist of an Inspector and as many Sub 
Inspectors and other subordinate staff as the 
Exciso Commissioner may direct . This staff 
shall be under the orders of the Superintendsat 
of Excise in Baluchistan . 

( 11 ) The cost or a portion of the cost of the 
Excise statt referred to in sub -rule ( 10 ) above 
may be charged to the approved manufacturer, 
as the Excise Commissioner may direct. 

( 12 ) The approved manufacturer, if required 
by the Excise Commissioner , shall provide resi. 
dential quarters for the Excise staff posted to 
the Chemical Works under sub -rule ( 10 ) 
above . 

( 13 ) If the approved manufacturer from any 
cause , physical or mental, becomes incapable of 
carrying on business , or dies, or becomes insol. 
vent, or ( in the case of a company ) is wouud 
up , the Excise Commissioner may either ( i ) 
cancel de l. cense or ( ii ) continue it in the name 
of the legal representative of the approved 
manufacturer , Neither the approved mann 
facturer nor any other person shall be entitled 
to any compensation or damages whatsoever ia 
respect of the revocation , cancellation or deter 
mination of the license. 
IV . - - THE COMMENCEMENT AND CLOSURE OF 

WORK AND WORKING ARRANGEMENTE , 
Rule 4 - ( 1 ) The ordinary working hours of 
the Chemical Works shall be from 8 a .m . to 
5 p .m . in summer ( 1st April to 30th September ) 
and from 9 a . m . to 5 p . m . in winter ( 1st 
October to 31st March ) ; Provided that the 
above timings may be varied by the Superin 
tendent of Excise in Baluchistan , in consulta .

V . - MANAGEMENT AND WORKING OF THE WORKS 

Rule 5w - ( 1) The approved manufacturer , 
unless he personally acts and manager, shall bo 
bound to appoint a manager , whoso appoint 
ment shall be subject to the approval of tho 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan . 

(2 ) Only approved manufacturer or his 
manager and such servants , as are required to 
be there and whose names have previously been 
communicated to the Inspector , shall enter the 
Chemical Works. The approved manufacturer 
shall furnish to the Inspector a list contairing 
The names of the manager and of all the em 
ployees whose duties require them to enter the 
Chemical Works . He should inform the 
Inspector of any changes which are to be made 
in the list. 

( 3 ) The Inspector may eject or exclude from 
the Chemical Works premises any person whom 
he may fud to have committed or suspected to 
be about to commit any breach of the provisions 
of the Regulations or rules made thereunder, 
or who at any time is found to be intoxicated , 
riotuous or disorderly . The report of thiy tact 
shall be made by the Inspector to the Suicrin 
tendent of Excise in Baluchistan , who may order 
for the permanent removal of Buch persons 
from the Chemical Works , 

( 4 ) The approved manufacturer shall not 
employ to assist him in any capacity whatso 
over, any person whose employment the Excise 
Commissioner , Collector or the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchistan have in their discretiou 
forbidden ; any perdon suffering from an in 
fectious or contagious disease or any person 
under the age of 20 years . 

(5 ) Every person entering the Chemical 
Works shall, on leaving the premises , be liable 
to be searched under the Inspector s orders , but 
the Inspector shall not have any person search 
ed , except upon reasonable grounds of susp cop , 
and he shall record in his diary the details of 
every search made. 

(6 ) No liquor shall be consumed on the Caumi. 
cal Works premises. 

VI. — MANUFAOTURE . 
Rule 6 — ( 1 ) No preparation , other than those 
previously approved by the Excise Comu s . 
sioner , shall be manufactured under these rules . 

(2 ) Rectified spirit and absolute alcohol, ob 
tained or prepared under these rules, small not 
be sold to public or trade, provided what trans 
fers from one Chemical Works to another way 
be nade with the special sanction of the Excise 
Commissioner. 

( 3 ) Rectified spirit may be oblained in bund 
without pre -payment of duty from any distillery 
in British India or an Indian Slate in quanti. 
tieg not less than 10 gallons at a time, under A 
permit issued by the Superintendent of Excise 
in Baluchistan . In any case, however , the 
quant.ty in the possession of the approved manu . 
facturer shall not exceed a limit fixed by the 
Excise Commissioner and an unnecessarily large 
stock of spirit shall not be carried by the 
qpproved manufacturer.

( vi ) When any of the contents of a vessel le 
ferred to in sub - clause (a ) of clause ( ii ) above 
has been removed , the Inspector must enter on 
the label attacbed thereto the quantity taken 
out and the manner of disposal with his signa 
ture and date .

Only standard gallon 
measures and graduated glass measures, ap 
proved by the Excise Commissioner, are to be 
used in gauging preparations. 

( 114 ) Samples of any Anishod preparation 
may at the time of its removal to the warehouse 
be taken for despatch to Chemical Examiner 
for analysis and text of the amount of proof 
spirit contained therein . Not less than 10 per 
cent. of the preparations issued from the Chemi. 
onl Works in the month should thus be sampled , 
The Inspector is responsible for ensuring that 
mot lang than this percentage of igsun is sampled 
monthly .

( 16 ) At the time of issue the approved manu 
facturer shall declarr the strength of the finished 
preparations and all calculations of duty om 
rectifeil spirit contained in finished prepara 
tions from the warellouse shall be made accard 
ing to the strength declared hy the approven 
manufacturer unless the result ot the Chemical 
Examiner has been received before joue . If 
the strength of a sample actually found by the

fund is paid . If such a refund is to be paid , 
it shall be calculated on the actual quautity 
of spirit on which duty has been paid .
